Sir: 


In a clause of the Sundry Civil Act approved August 4, 1886, “the Secretary of 
“the Treasury is authorized to transfer 

“to the United States Mint at Philadelphia, 

“for cleaning and reissue, any minor coins 

“now in, or which may be hereafter received 

“at, the Subtreasury offices, in excess 

“of the requirement for the current 

“business of said offices.” 


In conformity to the above enactment you will receive, for the purposes indicated, such 
minor coins as may be transferred to you from the Subtreasury offices under the provisions of the 
above Act. 


In lieu of advancing funds to you for payment of transportation upon minor coins 
reissued, as above provided, you will forward bills for such transportation to this Bureau, after 
approval by yourself. 


A copy of the Act referred to is herewith enclosed. 


In view of the limited space for storage at your Mint you will report from time to time 
after the first transfer the further amounts of such minor coins which can be received, cleaned, 
and reissued without serious inconvenience. 


Prompt action in this matter is required, as through inadvertence on the part of the 
Treasury a circular was issued notifying the public that minor coins may be obtained at the Mint, 
in advance of these instructions. 


The uncurrent minor coins now at the Mint will be melted, and the one-cent copper- 
nickel, the three and five-cent nickel pieces recoined into five-cent nickels, and the one and two- 
cent bronze pieces into one-cent bronze pieces as early as practicable.
